MAJOR IS SELECTED
TO ATTEND PRINCE

Hon, William Cadogan Gets Im-
portant Appointment from

King George.
BT LA MABUtCISK DE FOSTESOY.
KINO George's nomination of Major

Tbe Hon. William Cadogan. of
the Tenth Hussar Regiment, to
the position of Equerry to the

Prince of Wales, is a vary interesting;
appointment, as it meana that the ma¬

jor baa been selected to act aa one of
the chief mentora of hia future sover¬
eign. As Equerry, he will be in con¬
stant attendance on the prince, since
the etiquette inaugurated by Queen
Victoria requires that the heir appar¬
ent should be Invariably accompanied
by an equerry, who acts as his shadow,
and ia morally responsible, pot only for
his safety, but alao for keeping him
out of every kind of trouble and scrape.
It Is a very responsible office, and Is
the first one that has thua far been
made In connection with the aeparate
household now being organized for
the young prince.

It ia in many waya a suitable one.
For the Tenth Hussars has always
been known as "the Prince of Wales's
regiment," its titular colonelcy being
invariably held by the heir to the
crown, who also receives, at any rate
his cavalry training in Its ranks. It
may be remembered that King Ed¬
ward's favorite uniform prtor to bis
accession to the throne was that of
CoIonel-ln-Chlsf of the Tenth Hussars.
In which corps his eldest son. the late
Duke of Clarence, likewise held a com¬
mission.
Major William Cadogan moreover,

ia no stranger to King George. The
latter has known him since bis child¬
hood. For the first wife of the Earl
of Cadogan was ens of the moat inti-
mate personal friends of Queen Alex-
andra, and her children were the
principal associates and playmates1
of the young royalties at Marlborough
House. Major Cadogan, who is the third
of the sons of Lord Cadogan. stands
second in line of succession to his
father's peerages and valuable landed
property, which comprises the great-
er part of the Chelsea district of Lon¬
don, served throughout tbe Boer War.
and acted as A. D. C. to King George
and Queen Mary on the occasion of
their first visit to India during the
reign of King Edward. Major Cado-
gan'a elder brother. Viscount Chelsea.
although married, haa no children.
Although the Cadogan Earldom only

dates from the time of the younger
Pitt, at the close of the eighteenth
century, yet the lineage of the family
is extremely ancient. It having been
founded by a Welah Prince of Fulye,
who had a son named Cadogan. The
earl's town house is one of the finest
in the British metropolis, and is fam¬
ous for its marble statues, ite great
marble hall, and its stately marble
staircase. It Is of modern conatruc-
tion, but stands on the site of aa an-
cient mansion, which belonged in turn
to Queen Catherine Parr, one of tbe
many consorts of Henry VTIL. to ths
Protector Dukf of Somerset of Reform-
ntion times, and to Sir Hans Sloane.

General Sir John French, now creas¬
ing the ocean, bound for New Tork.
en board the Lnsltania. which is due
the day after to-morrow. Ia the chief
of the imperial general staff of the Brit¬
ish army, and the First Military Member
of the army council with a salary of
116.60* a year, in addition to all sorts
of allowances. In fact, he holds the
position which, according to statements
by the present government In Parlia¬
ment, would entitle aim to the supreme
command of the British forces tn the
event of war: and it la no secret in
military and official circles In England
that It haa been hia preaence at the
War Department in London that baa
contributed more than anything elae
to the relegation of FleJd Marshal Lord
Kitchener to diplomatic and adminis¬
trative employment la Egypt.

Sir John, the son and grandson of
naval officers, was originally Intend¬
ed for the church, was sent against
his will into the navy, and after at¬
taining the rank of sub-lieutenant,
quitted the sea In order to Join tbe
army as a Hussnr officer. He enjoys
tbe well merited reputation of being
the most able cavalry leader of the
English army, and won fame as such
during the Boer War. But with all
thst. he still rides like a sailor, that
is to say. very ungracefully. Indeed,
he is not a good rider, which Is sll!
the more astonishing In view of his
prowesses while a young subaltern,
ia regimental steeplechases
He first saw active service ia Egypt,

snd took part ia the unsuccessful Nile
expedition under Lord Wolseley for
the relief of General TThlns- Gordon
at Khartoum. Later en. while station¬
ed at Aldershot, he incurred a good
deal of critieiam. and even eeaeure, on
the pert of his military superi>rs. for:
embarking ia cavalry tactics that did
not commend themselves to tbe sen-i
erals of the old school, and his career
was regarded by many ia consequence
thereof as ended. But the late General
Sir Redvers Haller gave him his change
when the Boer War broke out selected
htm as a member ef bis stag, and ended
by placing aim in command of kis csv.j
airy In death Africa. It was at the]
head of tbe latter, by means of a
forced march, that be relieved the
sie«e of Klmbertey. and further assist.
Sf Lord Kitchener la the cra«Mng of
OnnJc. and tn tbe capture of Ms sa¬
tire force There baa alwayn been s!

Prince Henry of Prussia, the infant
Alphonao of 8pain. and Archduke
Charles Albert of Austria, at the
solemn Shinto funeral ceremonies for
the late Emperor of Japan. The new

ruler of Dal Nippon aeems to have
greatly appreciated the courtesy of
the Papacy in thus sending a special
mission to Tokio, and has written a

long autograph letter of warm thanks
to Plus X.. in which he expresses his
desire to continue the good relations
between hla Empire and the Holy See
which existed under his predecessor,
and promises to protect the rights of
the Catholic missions, ü may be re¬

called that the cordiality of the rela¬
tions between the Papacy and the
Court of Tokio waa greatly increased
and developed by Cardinal O'Connell.
of Boston, who was sent to Japan by
the Vatican some years ago on a spe¬
cial mission to the late Emperor, which
was crowned with success, the Card¬
inal, who had not at the time been
raised to the Sacred Collage, being
treated with altogether exceptional
distinction by the Japanese ruler nnd
his ministers.

Workers Start in at 7 o'dock]
To-Morrow to Help Needy

Cosifederate Women.
Preparations have been completed

for observing "Button Day" to-mor¬
row for the nnnefit of the Home for
Needy Confederate Women. About
l.ooo workers. Mattered around 200
stations In Blohmond, the suburbs.
Petersburg and Ashland, have been
enlisted In the cause, and from early
morning until sunset will receive con¬
tributions for the Confederate Home,
giving In return a button bearing a
Confederate flag and the words. "Home
for Confederate Woman.'*
The worthiness of the cause, its ab¬

solute dependence upon public gene¬
rosity for support, and the considerate
rulea which will govern the campaign
aasure a hearty response from the pub¬
lic While there have been numerous
campaigns of a similar nature in Rich¬
mond before, the Confederate Home
workers are the originators ef the
"Button Day" Idea. Bearing In mind
the flood of ©omplalnte that have come
from the contributing public after
other such canvasses, the rules gov¬
erning "Button Day" forbid the so¬

liciting of contributions In any can*,
but especially from parsons already
wearing the help sign.

Free After On* Farlbsee
In other words, the purchaser of n

button is exempt from further con¬
tributions. The organisers of the cam¬
paign are convinced that the cause
they present to the public Is worthy
enough to carry Its own Irresistible
appeal, and believe that the public
will respond without being pursued It
haa been noticed on similar days that
the purchaser of an emblem did not
buy Immunity with his donation, but
it Is predicted that "Button Day' will
be conducted along different linen
The stations will be placed so as to

cover practically every portion of the
city, being thickly scattered through
the business and shopping dlstr'cts.
Six boxes have been sent to Peters¬
burg, and will be In charge of the Con¬
federate organisations ln_ that city,
while Ashland. Gwathmey, Qinter Park.
Highland Park, Church Hill. Chestnut
Hill, Westhampton and the other
suburba will have atations and work¬
ers. To every one of the 1,000 work¬
ers the word will be given: "Let the
contributions be made voluntarily.
The workers have been requested to

be at their stations by 7 o'clock on

Thursday morning. The boxes will be
closed at . P. M.. and immediately
taken to the banking house of Henry
S. Hutsler A Co. for counting. A cen¬
tral station for supplies, such aa boxes
and buttons, will be maintained at a
Kast Grace Street all day. and work¬
ers in need of supplies will telephone
there for whatever la needed. The
work la in the hands of a committee
headed by Mrs. John Mallory.

Doles Great Charity Werk.
In the Home for Needy Confederate

Women there are at present twenty-
seven women, old and infirm, supported
and kept comfortable through the un¬
selfish lsbor of a group of Richmond
women and public aid. The public has
never been slow to recoar-Ue the noble
work which this Institution Is doing,
and haa always responded to a. call
for aaalatance. At this time, with win¬
ter coming on. the executive committee
of the home is facing a serious propo¬
sition. The building is old. badly in
need of repaira, while the heating ar-

rangementa will have to be practically
rebuilt to give service.
There are attached to the home a

matron, a trained nurse and four aer-
vants aa a regular item of expense,
and the declining years and failing
health of most of the inmates make
the presence of three or four trained
nurses almost Imperative. The costs
of keeping up this charity will be
unusually heavy this year, and the
public Is asked to bear this in mind
when it sees the buttons to-morrow.
